RELEVANCE OF EACH DOCUMENT 

The relevance of foreign-language documents A5 and A6 is described in the present 
specification. 

Document A7 discloses that by connecting the coils in parallel, the inductance of the 
coil will be reduced and oscillation frequency generated with resonance will be out of band of 
the audio frequency. 

Document A8 discloses that if an excitation coil and a magnetic core contact are held, 
without being fixed to a film guide member,' a magnetic core will vibrate and will hit a film 
guide member or other magnetic cores. It causes noise to generate and to prevent energy loss. 

Document A9 discloses that by operating a plurality of heating coils independently by 
the inverter circuit to which the difference of the oscillation frequency was set greater than the 
audio frequency, generation of unpleasant noise caused by output interference will be 
prevented. 
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English translations of the foreign-language documents are not readily available. 
However, the absence of such translations does not relieve the PTO from its duty to consider 
the submitted foreign language documents (37 CFR §1.98 and MPEP §609). English 
language abstracts are provided herewith.
